into traps. 

The use of choice flowers as bait 
forrats will[no dubt be looked upon 
as unworthy and degrading by the 
horticulturists and others interested 
in plant industry but when the great 
value and importance of roses used in 
this manner is demonstrated it is be- 
lieved they will take another view of 
the case. 

It is explained that it is not so 
much the taste of roses that attracts 
the rat as it is their fragrance; and 
for this reason roses are expected to 
be the popular bait of the future. 

Cases have been known where ro- 
dents attracted by the sweet perfume 
of a rose in a house have gnawed 
through doors to get at the flower. 
Rats have been known to become sus- 
picious of traps with the familiar sent 
of cheese and bacon rinds and easily 
evade a trap for a long time.

Some interesting researches in 
the Irenlmeiit of tallies by the 
rays of radium liave been made by 
two Ituliaii savants, Tizzoni,nnd 
Itonginvuiiiii. In some cases they 
act upon tlie virus itself, nnd in 
otiicrs upon the auiniuls, Ky ex- 
posing the virus to the radium 
rays it is rapidly transformed 
into a very active vaccine. The 
i-xposnre varies from four to thir- 
ty-six hours. When u drop of the
